New (^laana, Oct 29.— Tbe Inteis 
atata Miialaalppl River ImproTement 
pad LaToe aaeoeiation concluded Ita 
|kcsb1(mi Wednesday nifht aftar adopt<> 
ling a series of resolutloas in favor ofl 
government Jurisdiction of levees and 
uideiiuate appropriation for their 
Upeedy construction If government 
jcaatrol la not advisable, and Indorslnc 
ittia proiKMed waterway from tha graaC 
[lakes to tbe gulf and the Chicago 8anl« 
tary canjil as a part of that project. 

At the opening of the afternoon s^es- 
«ion the report of the committee on 
resolutions was presented as follows: 

"Reaolvad, That in the Judgment of 
this convention tha protection of tha 
MlRsiF;s!ppl valley from floods is of 
such national importance as not only 
to justify but to make it the duty of 
itbe general government to undertake 
ilt and press It to tha spaadleat possi- 
»bla oompletion. If for any reason the 
exercise of sole Jurisdiction at thisi 
[time by the genoral governmont tihould 
Inot be docniod advisable, then this 
Iconventlon ur^ps most oarncstly that 
icongress malie at its approaching ses- 
J^ion aueh appropriations as are rec- 
(ommended by tha Miaslsalppl riven 
jcommlssion in its recent report ! 

"Rosolvod, further. That the system, 
of river Improvements In the valley 
of the Mississippi from its headwaters 
to the gulf and In tbe valley of the 
iOhlo and other trlbutarlea now pro- 
iTided for and those which may here- 
latter be provided for by«congTess un- 
der the supervision of the United. 
States engineers, moves our hearty 
commendation and should be pressedj 
to completion wlth9Ut unnecessary de-, 
lay. 

"Resolved, That the attention of con.^ 
gress Is invited to the serious dlsas-l 
ters which have befallen those resid-i 
;lng at or near St. Louis, Kansas City' 
land other localities by reason of the 
- racant great floods and tbtf secretary! 
jot war la raapaetfully requested to 
jcause an Inqulrr to be made with a, 
view to the preparation of suitable' 
plans for the prevention ot a re-occur- 
jence of such injuries: 
: "Be it resolved, That the conven- 
tlOB of delegatea representing tha 
statea of tha great Mississippi valley 
from Duluth to tbe Gulf of Mexico, 
gives ita unqualified approval to tho 
movement for tho ronstructicn cf a 
waterway connecting the great lalics 
at the north with the Mississippi rlv-, 
ler and the Quit of Mexico at the south. 
I "We recognise the expenditure of 
|S6,00<^.000 by the sanitary district of 
Chicago as a practical demonstration, 
in the furtherance of this project. We 
express the hope that the senators and' 
representatives in congress of the va- 
rious states represented In thla con-; 
ventlon will give their encouragement 
and assistance to congressional legis- 
lation in favor of the completion of 
the deep water way to which the Mis-' 
eissippi valley states have already giV' 
en their approval and to which the 
atata of Illinois and tha aanltary dls-| 
triet of Chicago are committed as a 
matter of policy and by great finan- 
cial expenditures already made." j

CAVALRY CHAROED THE RIOTERS. 



Five of Them Were Killed and If any 
Wounded, as Were Home of 
tha CaTglrymao* 



Trocps Carried the Barricades at the 
Point of the Bayonet, the Strlk- 
era Defending Them With 
•tanea and Firaarma. 

Madrid, Oct. 29.— Gen. Velasco, the 
military commandant at Bilbao, tele- 
graphs the government that at day- 
break Wednesday morning the garri-! 
son occupied all strategic poaiUona 
with the view of protecting tha banks, 
public buildings, factories and mar- 
kets and especially the Jesuit and oth- 
er religious houses, which the lioters 
seem determined to attack. 

Qen. Velasco reports that tbe cav- 
alry repeatedly charged the riotera in. 
the old part ot the city. Some of the 
rioters were killed and many wound- 
ed. Revolvers and stones and other 
missiles, Qen. Velasco adds, were used 
by tha riotera in their atruggla with 
the soldiers. 

A liumber of miners came in Wed- 
nesday and joined the strikers. 

The military forces are considered 
sufflclciit to clu'ck incendiaries and at- 
tacks on property, but both the garri- 
son and police are kept constantly on 
tbe alert to prevent f reah outragea. 
! The government has received nu- 
merous offers of assistance from local 
organixations and leading citizens and 
even tho socialist leaders are offering 
to advise the rioters to retrain from 
violence. The govemmeitt haa replied 
to Gen. Velasco approving his energy 
apd offering reinforcements. Several 
thousand men are h« id la readinaaa 
in Madrid and other towns. 

It Is believed here that the move- 
ment is assuming tbe proportions of a 
social revolution, long planned by so- 
cialists and anarchists, as w^s done 
in Barcelona two, years ago. Premier 
Viiiaverde has determined to aatab- 
lish order at any cost. 

Newpaper reports of the disorder In 
Bilbao rapreaent the strikers as hav- 
ing established a reign of terror. 
Wednesday morning they attacked and 
pillaged market stalls and shops and 
gorged themselves with food and 
drink. After destroying what they 
were unable to consume they proceed- 
ed to eract barricadea in the streets. 
As there were only 5,000 troops in Bil- 
bao reinforcements were urgently sum- 
moned. The infantry charged a num- 
ber of the barricades; the strikers de- 
fended them with reckless courage 
and desperate fighting ensued. 

Five rioters were killed and many 
were wounded. It is rumored that 
many soldiers werti wounded by re- 
volver shots. As tile l)ari-i< ades wore 
captured they were destroyed aii<i the 
rioters were e.\pelled from the main 
streets by the cavalry who charged 
with drawn sabers. 

According to the latest accounts re- 
ceived here the rioters have again 
started to pillage shops and are en- 
deavoring to raise new barricades. 
Soma fears are entertained that tbe 
riotera will unite in force and attack 
the troops before reinforcements will 
arrive. The strength ot the soldiers is 
being weakened by constant alarms 
and the necessity which the fury of 
tho mob seems to be equally divided. 

All work in Bilbao is at a sUndstlll 
and tha ^ goYamment haa prohibited 
talaphonib communleation with the 
city. 

In the chamber Wednesday Premier 
Viiiaverde confirmed the report that 
in Bilbao troops had carried the barri- 
cades at the point of tbe bayonet, and 
that tha rioters had defended them 
fiercely with atonea and firaarma.

Further Conflicts Are Reported, tav^ 
eral Being Killed. 



^xiating Relations letween Them Can 
Not Exist Much Longer. 



Halifax, N. 8., Oct 29.— The decla- 
ration that the existing relations be- 
tween Canada and Great Britain can 
not exist much longer was made Wed- 
ncEday by ihe Halifax Chronicle, the 
leading newspaper supporter In the 
maritime provinces of the lili« ray par- 
ty. In the course of an unusually out- 
spoken editorial on the recent Alaska 
boundary award, tbe Chronicle ex- 
presses what it elaima to be unani-. 
mous dissatisfaction of Canadians at 
the action of the British government 
in the matte r. The paper says: 

"This Alaska episode haa made It 
clear that out existing relations to the 
empire can not ha continued much, 
longer. We ara even at the parting 
ways. Our subordinate position has 
been so clearly and so humllltatingly 
revealed that it must speedily become 
utterly unendurable." 

The Chronicle adda that there are 
now only two courses open for Can-j 
ada— complete legislative independ- 
ence within tho empire, acknowledg 
ing the sovereignty of the king of Eng 
land alone, or the status of an Inde- 
pendent nation. Tbe paper says there, 
is much to commend the latter step! 
In particular becauaa it would free. 
Canada from the danger of being ever 
embroiled with the Tnlted States on 
account of its European ronneetion 
and at the same time would He< ine fur 
the dominion the benefit of tbe protec- 
tion of tha Monroe doctrine 

PAeSSNOBR TRAIN WRIOKID. 



Mrs. Booth-Tucker Is Among the Seri- 
auaty injured— -Reported Dead. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct 29. — ^A Santa 
Fe iMssenger train which left here atj 
H o'clock Wednesday night was wreck- 
ed at llean I.al<e, half way between 
Hosworth aud Marceline, Mo. Sixty- 
seven persona wera'ttijurad, four seri- 
ously. 

A special from Dean Lake, Mo., says 
that Mrs. Booth-Tucker was fatally in-, 
jured In the Santa Fe wreck and died 
half an hour later. 

Topelia, Kan., Oct. 29.— At ?,:.30 
Thursday morning General .\lana^;er 
Mudge, ot the Santa Fe, said that Mrs.; 
Booth-Tucher was among those serl-j 
ously injured in the Santa Fa wreck 
at Marceline. 

"From the information we have at 
this hour," said Mr. .Mudge, "I thing it 
Improbable that Mrs. Booth-Tucker is 
dead. I have Just had our chief opera- 
tor investigate and can obtain noth- 
ing more than, that Mrs. Tucker waa 
among the injured. I believe I may 
say she is fatally hurt. Our report 
from there says Mrs. Booth-Tucker 
was more seriously Injured thas any 
other In the wreck." 



TWCLVB STICKS OF DYNAMITI. 



The Explosive Was Found In a Rail- 
way Station at Seattle, Wash. 



Seattle, Wash., Oct. 29.— Twelve 
sticks of dynamite done up in two 

packages with tupes attached all ready 
to light were found concealetl In the 
toilet roiini ( f the Interurhan deo'it in 
this city Wednesday afternoon. TlKTe 
was enough of the explosive to iiave 
blown up all the buildings within a ra- 
dius 'of two blocks and to damage 
property for a distance of ten blocks 
from the depot. Tie discovery was 
made by a laborer named VVilscn who 
saw the package behind the wash- 
•tand.

spread rapidly until at 12:30 o'clockj 
it threatened the entire district. Tha;

$200,000 and it may reach much more' 
before the flames are gotten under! 
control, as a number ot other large ea* 
tablishments adjoin those now bum^ 
lug and there seems little prospect ofl 
the firemen being able to save them. 

From tho e.stabllshment of Livings- 
ton & Son the flames spread succes- 
sively to the H. Well it Son wholesaloi 
whlaky houaa^ tha Lagonaraino hotel, 
Michael Bros., wholesala aaddlery; 
I.ang Bros., drtig store, and then the 
Western l^nion telegraph office. The 
operators at the telegraph ofllcea will 
be driven out In a minute or two more. 
Tha guaata at tiia LagomarsUu;) hotel 
are all safe so fhr as known, although 
they barely bad time to don their 
clothes and get out. 

At 2 o'clock a lucl;y .shift in tho 
wind, coupled with desperate work by 
the flre department, resulted In tha 
flames haing iMtmidit under control.;

Yoa have heard much of what Col. 
Belkoap aays about what glorious results 
would come if Kentucky was only Re 
publican'z^d. The Auditor's reports just 
issued give as some idea of what this 
woald mean if literally brought about. 

Of the net revenna comit g into tlie 
8tate Treasury 11,301,207.82 comes from 
Democratic oountiee, and only 182,076 60 
from Republican countiep. There are 
only two Republican counties in Ken- 
tucky that pay their way. Thee* are 
Christian, with 18,711.82 net revenue, 
and Campbell with $73,364 77. This 
shows that out of every thousand dollars 
that goes into the State Ttaasury |932 80 
is paid by DemocrMio coanties and only 
ffiT.'JO paid by ftepiiblican counties. 

Suppose we Republicanise the State, if 
snoh tbinff were poarible, and where 
would the revenaea oom« from to loa 
tlie government? 

la it a wise thing tor the white men of 
Kentucky, who control the counties that 
pay 03.28 per cent, c f the expenses cf the 
State govertinent to turn over that gov- 
ernment to those -who in the financial 
output onl y produce 6.72 per cent, of what 
the State demands for its necessary oat- 
i«y? Can even so great a financier as 
Colonel Bellcnap fignre this oat to the 
satisfaction of thoee who bear the bor* 
dens of taxation 7 

An inveetigatioB shows that to panish 
crime and deter lawbreakers Kentucky 
expends about 1750,000 each year. Of 
this the Democratic coanties pay in ronnd 
numbers 1700,000 and Republican coun- 
ties }.50,000. Of the men convicted of crime 
in Kentucky eighty-three out of every 100 
are Republicans or affiliate with the Be- 
publican party. 

For every Republican voter in the State 
there is paid oat by the Oommonwealth 
each year tS.ll to maintain law and pan- 
ish crime, and for every Democratic vo- 
ter the State only pays out 63 cents to 
maintain law and pnniah crime.
